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GREAT SORROW. 

School Building Burns--16 r > Chil- 
dren Caught In Death Trap. 

At Cleveland, Ohio, March 4. 
i|S0JBaed in narrow hallways, jam- 
med up against doors that opened 
inward, 185 children in the suburb 
of North. Collin wood were killed 
by lire, by smoke, and beneath the 
grinding heels of their panic- 
stricken playmates. 

Tla> awful tragedy occurred 
Wednesday morning in'the pUblii 

school at North Collinw I. At 

10 (.'clock Wednesday night 165 
rovpses were in the morgue, six 
dlnldren were still unaccounteil foi 
arid all the hospitals and houses foi 

two miles around contained a num 
ber of children, some fatally and 
many less sei ionsly injured. 

All of the victims were between 
the ages of six and seventeen 
years. The school contained, be- 
tween 310 and 825 pupils, and only 
about eighty are known to have 
left the building unhurt. 

The schoolhouse was of brick, 
two stories and an attic in height 
The smaller children had been 
placed in the upper part of the 
building. There was but one lire 
escape, and that was in the re.ir of 
the building. 

There were two stairways, one 
leading to a door in front, and the 
-^yther to a door in the rear. Both 
of these doors opened inward, and,

When the Dimes were discov- 
rvered. the teachers, who through- 
out seemed to have acted with 
courage and self-possession, and 
to have struggled heroically for 
the safety of their pupils, mar- 
shaled the little ones into column 
for the "lire drill," which they 
had often practiced. 

FLAMES STOP THEM, 

Unfortunately, the line of march 
in this exercise had always led to 
the front door and the children had 
not been trained to seek any other 
^xit. The lire came from a furnace 
directly under this part of the 
building. . 

When the children reached the 
foot of the stairs they found the 
flames close upon them, and so 
swift a rush was made for the door 
that a tightly packed mass was 
piled up against it. 

The children at the foot of the 
stairs attempted to Bght their w ay 
back to the lloor above, w hile those 
who were coming down shoved 
them mercilessly back into the 
flames below. 

Most of those who were killed 
died here. The greater portion of 
those who escaped managed to turn 
back and reached the tire escapes 
and the windows in the rear. 

What happened at the foot of 
that first flight of stairs will never 
be known. After the flames had 
died awav, however, a huge heap 
of little bodies, burned by the tire 
and trampled into things of horror, 
ft)ld the tale as well as anybody 
need to know it. 

BITHNS THEEE HOURS. 

Within three hours after the 
start of the tire the work of recov- 
ering the bodies commenced. 

Thirty children were so burned 
and dismembered that parents 
cjB>ukl not recognize them.
